Chicken Childress Enters Into 
Austin Ku Klux Investigation 


Austin, Texas, March 21t.— 
“Chicken” Childress, 
a 
night 
jitney driver, arrested Monday 
night by Sheriff \V. D. Miller, 
on a charge of bootlegging, is 
to be prosecuted under the Dean 
prohibition law, according to the 
sheriff. Heretofore it has been 
the custom of local peace offi­ 
cers to turn 
cases 
involving 
liquor law violations over to the 
Federal prohibition officers, but 
in the Childress case. Sheriff 
Miller sought to make it plain 
that prosecution would be wag­ 
ed under tho State law, which 
declares such an offense a fel­ 
ony with punishment in the pen- 
itentiarj'. Childress was in the 
automobile with Peeler Clayton 
when Clayton was shot and kiU- 
ed near the entrance to the Ku 
Klux Hall in this city on the 
night of Dec. 15, 1921, and he 
is one of the State’s principal 
witnesses in the investigation of 
that case. Out of the investiga­ 
tion of the ClaytoB killing grew 
the 
contempt, 
involving 
the 
question whether a grand jury 
has the power to force witnesses 
to answer questions as to wheth­ 
er they are members of the Ku 
Klux Klan. 
Held On Assault Charge. 
A week after the killing of 
Clayton, Childress was arrested 
on a charge of assault to m ur­ 
der, allegations being made that 
he and other occupants of the 
Clayton car had fired on four 
officers who 
had 
attempted 
Clayton’s arrest, and that the 
officers were forced to return 
fire which resulted in the killing 
of Clayton. 
On the same day 
complaints were filed 
against 
the four officers charging them 
with the Clayton killing, this 


of seventeen Austin 
citizens 
charged with complicity in the 
tragedy. 
The 
four 
officers, 
Childress and Barney Blunt, also 
alleged to have been in the Clay­ 
ton car, and also charged with 
assault to murder, were bound 
over to the grand jury'. The four 
officers include the chief of de­ 
tectives of the Austin Police De­ 
partment, a Federal prohibition 
agent, the custodian of Camp 
Mabry and an Austin policeman. 
The bootlegging complaint filed 
yesterday against Childress in 
Justice M. M. Johnson’s court 
was sworn to by Deinity Sheriff 
J. K. McCoy and a charge that 
Childress ‘‘had in ^lis posses­ 
sion for the purpose of sale and 
did sell intoxicating liquor.” Im­ 
mediately following his arrest, 
Childress was locked up in the 
county jail. 
Sheriff Miller said 
that he was assisted in making 
the an-est by Deputy Sheriff T. 
(). Fox and Officer D. J. Reese, 
the latter from Brownwood. 
Evidence Is Seized. 
Sheriff Miller said that he had 
seized tw o pints of whisky to be 
used as evidence in the prosecu­ 
tion, and that the liquor had 
been locked up in the safe in his 
office. 
He asserted 
that the 
man to wdiom the liquor is al­ 
leged to have been sold w'ould be 
produced in court to testify for 
the State, but at this time the 
sheriff deemed it unwise to re­ 
veal the man’s name, saying 
that ‘‘it is to the best interest of 
the prosecution not to make 
IMiblic the identity of the man 
w'ho purchased* the whisky.” 
The sheriff said the alleged sale 
of liquor was made in ^n alley

Con­ 
tracts have been let for four 
others, and acreage has been 
blocked and detail.« of arranging 
bond.« in prepara'.ion for letting 
drill.I g contracts almost tom- 
pleted for six other deep tests. 
Acn’age i.s being blocked in all 
j.arts of the county and it is con­ 
servatively estimated that jnore 
than two-thirds of the entire 
county is under lease. Triwling 
in leases is already 
active in 
some parts of the county as it 
becomes evident that the county 
is to be thoroughly tested. The 
well of the Franklin Oil Aasocia 
tion of Oklahoma City, 
about 
seven miles northeast of Frank 
lin, now on a fishing job at 3 
200 feet, and the well of .Quer 
tinmont & Maple, known as the 
Bald Prairie well, in the north 
east corner of the county, which j 
is shut down about. 3,160 feet, 
which are the two deepest in 
the county. 
The Bald i*rairie 
well, 
before 
shutting 
down, 
passed through a sand, but it is 
not believed it is the Woodbine, 
which is expected to be pene­ 
trated nearer to the 3,300-foot 
level.

Several Structures Located. 
Several good structures have 
been located in the county, one 
of which runs east by north near 
Franklin, and on this structure 
several companies are prepar­ 
ing to drill. Jones and as^ciates 
have blocked more than 
4,000 
acres near Easterly, about six 
miles east of Franklin, and con­ 
tract for a deep test has been 
awarded. Bond has been posted

a

jitney driver, arrested 
M onday 
night by Sheriff VV. IX Miller, 
on a charge of bootlegging, is 
to be prosecuted under the Dean 
prohibition law, according to the 
sheriff. 
H eretofore it has been 
the custom of local peace offi­ 
cers to tu rn 
cases 
involving 
liquor law violations over to the 
Federal prohibition officers, but 
in the Childress 
ease, 
Sheriff 
Miller sought to m ake it plain 
th a t prosecution would be w ag­ 
ed under the S tate law, w hich 
declares such an offense a fel­ 
ony with punishm ent in th e pen 
itentiary. 
Childress w as in the 
autom obile w ith Feeler Clayton 
w hen Clayton was shot and kill­ 
ed near th e entrance to the Ku 
Klux Hall in this city on th e 
night of Dec. 15, 1921, and he 
is one of the S ta te ’s principal 
w itnesses in the investigation of 
th a t case. Out of the investiga­ 
tion of the Clayton killing grew 
the 
contem pt, 
involving 
the 
question w hether a grand jury 
has the pow er to force w itnesses 
to answ er questions as to w heth­ 
er they are m em bers of the Ku 
Klux Klan. 
Held On Assault C harge. 
A week after th e killing of 
C layton, Childress w as arrested 
on a charge of a ssa u lt to m u r­ 
der, allegations being m ade th at 
he and other occupants of the 
C layton car had fired on four 
officers who 
had 
attem pted 
C layton’s arrest, and that the 
officers w ere forced to retu rn 
fire which resulted in the killing 
of Clayton. 
On the sam e day 
com plaints w ere filed 
against 
the four officers charging them 
w ith the C layton killing, this 
being subsequent to th e arrest 


of 
seventeen 
A ustin 
citizens 
charged with com plicity in the 
tragedy. 
The 
fo u r 
officers, 
Childress and B arney B lunt, also 
alleged to have been in the Clay­ 
ton car, and also charged w ith 
assault to m urder, were bound 
over to the grand jury. T he four 
officers include th e chief of de­ 
tectives of the Austin Police De­ 
partm ent, a Federal prohibition 
agent, the custodian of

M abry and an A ustin policem an 
T he bootlegging com plaint filed 
yesterday against Childress in 
ju stic e M. M. Johnson’s com l 
w as sw orn to by D eputy Sherd I 
J. E. McCoy and a charge th at 
Childress “had in Jiis posses 
sion for the purpose of sale and 
did sell intoxicating liquor.'' Im 
m ediately following his arrest, 
Childress w as locked up in the 
county jail.

the a rre st by Deputy Sheriff T. 
O. Fox and O fficer 1). J. Reese 
th e latter from Brow nw ood 
Evidence Is Seized. 
Sheriff Miller said th a t he had 
seized tw’O pints of whisky to be 
used as evidence in the prosecu­ 
tion, and th a t th e liquor h ad 
been locked up in the safe in his 
office.

PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM IS TOnERING 
!GRIMM AND HOLDER 
COMMEND THE BRYAN 
EAGLE FOR SERVICE 


(By Lee J . Rountree) 
The public school sy stem of Tex as has been constructed by 
piece-meal hence Tex as stands*39 th in educational activ ities. 
W’hen Tex as came into the Union (because really it was nev er an­ 
nex ed as other states) this state reserv ed the rig ht of eminent 
domain for educational and other purposes. 
Her public lands 
hav e been sold or leased at a v ery nominal fig ure. A v ast empire 
has g one for a few paltry dollars. 
To illustrate this the land 
donated for erection of the present state capitol to the Chicag o 
Sy ndicate was 3,000,000 acres, supposed to be worth $3,000,ooo. 
That land is now v alued at $150,000,000. 
So it is with the other 
dispositions of public lands and enoug h lands and remission of 
tax es for twenty -fiv e y ears built the International & Great North­ 
ern raliroad. 
But there is no use to recite these mistakes that 
hav e been made by leg islativ e enactment in Tex as during the past. 
The v ast public domain set aside for educational purposes is 
now a mere bag atelle. The $3,000,000 common school funds ap­ 
propriated by the 37th Leg islature to which is to be added the 
sum of $2,500,000 for rural aid for two y ears and added special 
funds for 19 22-23 will only allow a per capita of $10.50. This is a 
drop from about $14 per capita. Something must be done or the 
public schools of Brazos county and the entire state of Tex as will 
materially suffer. Nex t y ear will be the crucial test or the crisis. 
Politicians and short-sig hted people hav e quibbled ov er the 
educational problems and hav e failed. 
The av erag e person now 
is poorly educated, trained and equipped for work, business or 
the professions. Our educational sy stem is a make-shift, a snare 
and delusion. 
Inefficiency stalks ev erj'where. 
Of the 48 states 
in the American union Tex as stands 39 th in education and there 
are only nine states below her. What are we g oing to do about it? 
This question was asked the Eag le by County Superintendent Eck 
Smith, of Brazos county . As long as we hav e a sy stem of edu­ 
cation that will g iv e the child on one side of the hig hway three 
months’ public school training and perhaps on the other side of 
the same road in the same county children will receiv e six or 
perhaps nine months of public school training there is something 
radically wrong . 
Ev ery child in the commonwealth 
of 
Tex as 
should hav e the same chance of winning knowledg e. Tex as has 
amended and patched her constitution until it is almost a joke—a 
public calamity . 
Tex as needs a new deal to take 
her 
place 
among the g reat states of the Union, The public schools of Tex as 
must be maintained on a basis of equity and ev ei'y child must 
hav e the same chance based upon attendance and not on enroll­ 
ment and the public school houses of Tex as, fully equipped and 
with a force of militant teachers for nine months in the y ear. An 
uneducated and untrained citizenship for the future means dis­ 
aster and a decay ing citizenship. 
The time has come in Tex as 
for a new deal and a new constitution to meet the demands of 
the new conditions and perpetuate and sav e our g reat institutions 
that stand for liberty , justice and civ ilization. 
Shall we hesitate 
long er? Oiir forefathers wroug ht well and laid a g reat foundation 
but we hav e wasted much of their heritag e and now there must 
be another sov ereig n declaration for future g reatness and g lory of 
the commonwealth. 
Shall we fail?

have been sold or leased at a very nominal figure. A vast empire 
has gone for a few paltry dollars. 
To illustrate this the land 
donated for erection of the present state capitol to the Chicago 
Syndicate was 3,000,000 acres, supposed to be worth $3,000,ooo. 
That land is now valued at $150,000,000. 
So it is with the other 
dispositions of public lands and enough lands and remission of 
taxes for twenty-five years built the International & Great North 
era raliroad. 
But there is no use to recite these mistakes that 
have been made by legislative enactment in Texas during the past. 
The vast public domain set aside for educational purposes is 
now a mere bagatelle. The $3,000,000 common school funds ap 
propitiated by the 37th Legislature to which is to be added the 
sum of $2,500,000 for rural aid for two years and added special 
funds for 1922-23 will only allow a per capita of $10.50. This is a 
drop from about $14 per capita. Something must be done or the 
public schools of Brazos county and the entire state of Texas will 
materially suffer. Next year will be the crucial test or the crisis. 
Politicians and short-sighted people have quibbled over the 
educational problems and have failed. 
The average person now 
is poorly educated, trained and equipped for work, business or 
the professions. Our educational system is a make-shift, a snare 
and delusion. 
Inefficiency stalks everywhere. 
Of the 48 states 
in the American union Texas stands 39th in education and there 
are only nine states below her. What are we going to do about it? 
This question was asked the Eagle by County Superintendent Eek 
Smith, of Brazos county. As long as we have a system of edu­ 
cation that will give the child on one side of the highway three 
months’ public school training and perhaps on the other side of 
the same road in the same county children will receive six or 
perhaps nine months of public school training there is something 
radically wrong. 
Every child iii the commonwealth 
of 
Texas 
should have the same chance of winning knowledge. Texas has 
amended and patched her constitution until it is almost a joke- a 
public calamity. 
Texas needs a new deal to take 
her 
place 
among the great states of the Union. The public schools of Texas 
must be maintained on a basis of equity and every child must 
have the same chance based upon attendance and not on enroll­ 
ment and the public school houses of Texas, fully equipped and 
with a force of militant teachers for nine months iii the year. An 
uneducated and untrained citizenship for the future means dis­ 
aster and a decaying citizenship. 
The time has come in Texas 
for a new deal and a new constitution to meet the demands of 
the new conditions and perpetuate and save our great institutions 
that stand for liberty, justice and civilization. 
Shall we hesitate 
longer? Our forefathers wrought well and laid a great foundation 
but we have wasted much of their heritage and now there must 
be another sovereign declaration for future greatness and glory of 
the commonwealth. 
Shall we fail?
